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MINUTES OF TOWN MEETING 
ON MARCH 9, 1954 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town officers. 
The following officers were elected: 


Selectman — Benj. H. DeButts 

Town Clerk — Richard L. Friend 

Treasurer — Edna B. Glover 

Tax Collector — Donald M. Perkins 

Library Trustee — Beatrice Travis 

Trustee of Trust Funds — Thomas Fernald, 2nd 
Road Agent — Arthur Neilsen 

Auditors — Anna S. Ingalls, Mildred Jones 
Chief of Police — Benj. H. DeButts 


Ann Friend and Frederick Fownes were appointed 
by the selectmen previous to the meeting as ballot 
clerks to fill vacancies. 


All of the above were sworn in by the moderator 
at the close of the meeting leaving none to be sworn in 
by the town clerk. 


Article 2. To raise money to defray town 
charges. K. A. Cooper moved that $18,082.42 be raised 
to defray town charges. The vote was unanimous in the 
affirmative. 


Article 3. Regarding White Pine Blister Con- 
trol. Frederick Fernald moved that Article 3, to raise 
$400.00 for the control of White Pine Blister, be adop- 
ted. The vote was unanimous in the affirmative. 


Article 4. To raise $500 for fire equipment. La- 
roy Batchelder moved that the sum of $500 be raised 
for fire equipment. The vote was unanimous in the 
affirmative. 


Article 5. Pertaining to town road aid. Donald 
Perkins moved that the sum of $685.79 be raised, the 
state to contribute $4,571.92, for town road aid. The 
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vote was unanimous in the affirmative. 


Article 6. Pertaining to snow fences. Laroy 
Batchelder moved to raise $150.00 for snow fence. The 
vote was unanimous in the affirmative. 


Article 7. Pertaining to the will of the late Ar- 
thur M. Fernald. 


Arthur McDaniels moved that gift No. 11 be ac- 
cepted. The vote was unanimous in the affirmative. 


Waldo Sanborn moved that the town accept gift 
No. 12. The vote was unanimous in the affirmative. 


Text of portion of will pertaining to Article 7. 

“(11) One thousand dollars ($1,000) to the Town 
of Nottingham, to be by its Trustees of Trust Funds 
held in trust, the principal and income therefrom to be 
invested and reinvested until said sum with its accumu- 
lations and such other moneys as may be added thereto 
by town appropriation or otherwise, have become sufh- 
cient, in the judgement of the majority of said trustees 
and of the Library Trustees of said town to build or 
remodel a suitable building to be used by said town as 
a library, when it shall be the duty of said trustees of 
Trust Funds and of the Library to submit to the voters 
of said town their recommendation as to the time and 
manner of expenditure, by inclusion of their recom- 
mendation in an article in the warrant for such meet- 
ing, whereupon, if and when action is favorably had by 
majority of the voters of said town, the moneys under 
this bequest shall be used, and not otherwise. 


(12) And whatever remains of said life estate and 
its accumulations or whatever falls into said residue by 
lapse or otherwise, as follows: 


One half to the Town of Nottingham, N. H., and 
the other half to the Town of Northwood, N. H., to be 
by each of said towns held in trust, to be known as the 
“Arthur May and Nellie Hill Fernald Funds’, the in- 
come therefrom to be spent annually each Christmas in

presenting useful present or award to each person in 
each Town between the ages of five and twenty one, 
who have attended a Protestant Sunday or Church 
School at least thirty-six Sundays in the year and who 
are total abstainers from the use of alcohol or tobacco 
in any form, the selection of the recipients and the gifts 
to be upon the majority recommendation of the minis- 
ters, Sunday School teachers and officers of Churches 
and Sunday and/or Church Schools, in said Town. 


If either Town refuses to accept this bequest, or, 
having accepted it, fails to carry out the conditions 
thereof, I give, bequeath and devise said bequest or be- 
quests which fail, one-half to the said New Hampshire 
Christian Civic League, to be held by it as the “Arthur 
May and Nellie Hill Fernald Fund’, the income there- 
from to be used in the cause of temperance and the pre- 
vention of crime and degradation which follows from 
intemperance; and the other half to the Young Men’s 
Christian Association of New Hampshire, to be known 
as the “Arthur May and Nellie Hill Fernald Fund” the 
income therefrom to be by said Association used in the 
training of young men in Christian character and 
work.”’ 


Article 8. Pertaining to South Side Cemetery. 
Kenneth Cooper moved that $200.00 be raised to survey 
and set corner markers for the south side cemetery. 
The vote was unanimous in the affirmative. 


Article 9. Pertaining to North Side Cemetery. 
Kenneth Cooper moved that $500 be raised for the pur- 
chase of land for a new cemetery, or to enlarge North 
Side Cemetery, and to survey and set corner markers. 
The vote was unanimous in the affirmative. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will authorize the 
selectmen to sell real estate and property as listed in 
the Town report, acquired through the Tax Collector’s 
sales, and all other surplus equipment. 

John H. Perkins moved that the town authorize the 
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selectmen to sell surplus equipment; real estate and 
property acquired through Tax Collector’s sales at a 
properly advertised Public Auction. An exception being 
that surplus equipment may be turned in toward re- 
placement. Any property not sold after being offered 
at a public auction may be sold at private sale. The 
vote was unanimous in the affirmative. 


Article 11. Todo with borrowing in anticipation 
of taxes. Kenneth Cooper moved that the selectmen be 
authorized to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 
The vote was unanimous in the affirmative. 


Article 12. Donald Perkins moved that the polls 
be closed at 6:30 P.M. The vote was unanimous in the 
affirmative. Kenneth Cooper moved that Marion San- 
born be appointed to buy a stove lid lifter and a door 
knob for the town hall kitchen. The vote was unani- 
mous in the affirmative. 

Donald Perkins moved that the selectmen appoint 
all other officers needed in town. The vote was unani- 
mous in the affirmative. Philip C. Fernald moved that 
a new committee be appointed to locate and procure a 
town dump, George Demmons to be included on the 
committee. The vote was unanimous in the affirmative. 
Selectmen appointed George Demmons, Laroy Batchel- 
der and Philip Fernald.
